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FORESTRY CAMPAIGN THIS YEAR| DEBATES TARIFF

for This Purpose 


COOKING LAKE RESERVE TO 
BE GIVEN CHIEF ATTENTION 


Work of Re-Foresting Denv- 
ded Areas in Reserve to 
be Taken Up

Mr. A. Knechtel, inspector general 
of the forestry branch of the depart- 
ment of the interior, has arrived in 
Edmonton to launch the forestry 
campaign in the Edmonton district 
for the coming year. 

“The forestry branch of the depart- 
ment of the interior,’ said Mr. 
Knetehel, “purposes starting forestry 
operations this spring on the Cooking 
Jake forest reserve, which lies due 
east of Edmonton about twenty-five 
miles. It comprises an area of 131 
Equare miles. About 40 square miles 
of this is covered with a fair growth 
of poplar with an intermixture of 
spruce and tmarac; about 40 square 
miles ia entirely denuded of timber; 
about 10,000 acres is covered with 
water, distributed over the whole ter- 
ritory in small lakes, the largest, As- 
totin lake, being about three miles 
Jong an@ two miles wide. Sawavik 
lake is also three miles long, but 
only about a mile wide, The area 
stated includes Elk Island park, in 
the north, comprising an area of 
about sixteen square miles. It is in 
this part that Astotin lake is located. 
The park is now fenced and has about 
fifty elk, fifty buffalo and fifteen 
biack-tailed deer, which furnish a 
great deal of interest to visitors to | 
the reserve from Edmonton. 

“The larger portion of the reserve, 
98 square miles, is not fenced, and 
though the boundaries are survey 
lines, they are not marked on the 
ground. It is the purpose of the de- 
partment, to have the boundary lines 
run out this summer by the forest 
ranger and marked at each mile ‘cor- 
ner by an iron stake, five feet long, 
which will be driven into the ground 
two feet. These stakes differ from 
ordinary survey stakes in being tri? 
angular, while the survey stakes are 
square. The boundary reserve paexes 
ure also painted a bright red and are 
marked with the letters D. F. R. oe. | 
cassionalfy settlers have taken timber 
from the forest reserve illegally and | 
when brought to account by the for- 
est ranger have stated that they did 
not know the boundaries of the for- 
est reserve. These stakes will inform 
them. 

“Through the timber the boundary 
line will also be cut out wide enough 
for a wigon to pass along so that 
when the reserve is threatened by 
fire, men can be transported along it | 
promptly to get the fire under con- | 
trol. ‘This boundary road will also | 
be made a fire break by plowing it in 
some places, ‘burning it tn others. 

“Plowed guards of a width of 16 
feet will also be made elsewhere in 
the reserve, the first one being located 
ins ection 33, township 53, range 20, 
west of the fourth meridian, The for- 
est ranger, Mr. W.H. Stephens, has 
already received instructions to plow 
this guard. 

“Heretofore, when fire has occur- 
red jon the reserve there has been 
some delay in outfitting the men with 
tools. The forest ranger now hag in- 
structions to purchase shovels, grub- 
hoes and pails enough to furnish 
twenty-five men. He is also to get a 
good plow, These are to be kept 
stored in a building located on one of 
the main trails. Then if a fire occurs 
men can at once go to this tool house 
und ‘be outidtea without delay. 

“It is the purpose of the depart- 
ment to bégin reforesting operations 
on the area which . entirely denud- | 
ed of trees, Mr, C. F. Brandt, of this 
city, will have Teak of the reforest- 
ing. Mr. Brandt had excellent train- 
ing and experience in this work in 
Germay, where the cultivated forests 
are the best in the world. He is a 
graduate of the forestry course in the 
University of Eisenach Thuringia, He 
then practised his profession for three 
years ‘as forest practicant im the Up- 
per Harz, where he did nursery work 
and planting of spruce and pine, He 
then took a position as ober-forester, 
which ig held for five years, in North 
Hanover. In this position he had 
charge of a range, directing all sorts 
of forestry operations in pine. He 
was also for nine years ober-forester 
in Schleswig-Holstein, directing the 
management of birch and oak forests. 
He came to this country in 1902 and 
has been for two years working on 
the Cooking lake forest reserve, of 
which he has made a very excellent 
description of the timber. 

“This year he will start a forestry 
nursery on the reserve, which will, 
if the soil is found to be suite able, pro- 
bably be located near the Grand 
VYrunk Pacifie, and will furnish great 
interest to travellers passing along 
this line, which runs 
southwesm corner of the reserve, 
Lumber, wire and tree seeds are al. 


ready on hand for this work, which! 


will be begun as soon as the frost 
js out of the ground Pine and 
tamarac will be the trees.”

BRANDON EX-ALDERMAN SAYS GAS

McInnis, who, up to the time of his 
death, was minister of education in 
Manitoba, and who was a brother of 
Ald. Dr. McInnis; of this city. It was 
Col. Clark who practically started 
both the Brandon summer and winter 
fairs, the latter of which has become 
such a widely known event. He was 
manager of the summer fair for 
eleven seasons. The winter fair was 
first established in an implement 
warehouse in Brandon, and itt is in 
recent years that it wn to the 
large proportions which it has now 
reached. 

Col. Clark was asked concerning the 
operations of the International Heat- 
ing and Lighting company, of Cleve- 
land, which) company holds a gas 
franchise in Brandon, 

“The service rendered by the Bran- 
don Heat and Power Co., Ltd, which 
is as subsidiary company to the Cleve- 
land corporation, is highly satisfactory 
to the citizens of Brandon,” he stat- 
ed. “I was in charge of the agree- 
ment when it went through the coun- 
cil and I think we secured a very fair 
agreement.

The forestry department intends to 
take every possible step to protect 
the great forest reserve of the east 
slope of the Rockies, These plans 
include permanent fire guardians 
throughout the year, tool houses at 
convenient places, Atqdephone system 
will run through the length of the 
reserve, The stealing of jumber 
will also be sharply guarded against 
and wagon roads will be constructed 
all through the region. 

Mr, Knechtel stated that the chief 
work of the forest rangers will of 
course be the fighting of fires, and the 
building of fire protections, All the 
guardians Will not be appointed — by 
the year, but the appointments of the 
miujority of the staff will be for six 
months. In the past the habit has 
been to hire rangers from day to day 
as the necessity required, but this 
year the department intends to have 
the permanent staff,some for the en- 
tire year, some for the busy six 
months of summer and fall, 

The rangers with permanent posi- 
tlons will be required to live in the 
reserve and the government will con 
struct houses for them, Along the 
main travelled trails, as in other 
reserves, will be tool sheds with 
equipment sufficient to equip 25 fire 
fighters, Then should a fire occur 
the timber ranger in charge of that 
particular district could telephone to 
| tne nearest town for a body of men, 
have them come to the most con- 

venient tool house, equip them and 
{commence the battle against the 
flames, 

The rangers’ duties Will also in 
clude the clearing of dead and fallen 
timbers from all trails through the 
reserve, Probably the eastern bor- 
der of the reserve will be cut out into 
u 12 foot trail or wagon road This 
Will also assist as a fire guard

Liberal Member Declares That 
Patriotism is Last Refuge of a 
Cornered Politican. 


Toronto, March 14—The reciprocity 
debate was resumed in the Legislature 
today by W. Proudfoot (Liberal, Cen- 
tre Huron), who declared the Liberal 
party to be equally as loyal and pats 
riotic Canadians as the Conservatives, 
He believed the opposition of the far- 
mers of the United States to the 
agreement indicated that it would 
open a profitable market to the Cana- 
dian farmere. His experience in talk. 
ing with Americane during numerous 
visits to the United Stutes was that 
they believed Canada would be bene. 
fitted by becoming a part of the 
United States, but no desire to annex 
Canada was ever expressed. It had 
been stated that if the Canadian far- 
mers made more money through re- 
ciprocity they would become disloyal. 

J. W. Johnson (Conservative, West 

Mastings), said he was glad to note 
that the national feeling had never 
been stronger in @anada than today. 
One had only to look back into his- 
tory when the United States put on 
™& protective tariff, The season of 
hard times that followed in Canada 
would be, repeated if the reciprocity 
agreement were to be ratified, 
. Corbett (Liberal, St. Ormont), 
sukl he had theard n> arguments 
which would convinee him either for 
or aguinst, reciprocity, The average 
elector could hold the opinion that 
there should ‘be enough business of 
interest solely to Ontario to keep the 
Legislature busy without having it 
interefere in purely Federal affairs. 

If a Conservative had gone to 
Washington and made the agreement, 
he would have been hailed as the 
greatest man in the Dominion. He 
believed the Canadians had the best 
end of the agreement. “Patriotism” 
concluded Mr. McCort, “is the last re- 
fuge of a cornered politician.”

They sought only a fair basis 
on which to do business, Their in- 
vestment in Brandon has been a very 
large one. A’ Brandon’ contractor 
secured the contract for laying the 
mains in connection with the gas 
works, and a large sum of money was 
expended in this way, We also 
found the company very reasonable 
in the matter of keeping the streets 
of the city open during actual con- 
struction work. A large trencher was 
used in digging the trenches for the 
pipes. This is a machine which by 
an endless chain of shovels digs out 
a trench a few feet wide and deposits 
the earth taken from the excavation 
in a straight and uniform line along- 
side the trench. At ho time was more 
than two blocks of a street left with 
ain open trench. 

“When the company commenced 
operations they first served the busi- 
ness portion of the city with gas. 
Since then and at the present time 
extensions are being made into the 
residential districts of the city.” 

Col. Clark stated that at the pre- 
sent time the city of Brandon is in 
the throes of a municipal muddle al- 
most as interesting as that in Edmon- 
ton. In Brandon an effort is theing 
made to disqualify and unseat the 
mayor and aldermen because of cer- 
tain alleged election irregularities. It 
is claimed that neither the deputy re- 
turning officers nor the poll clerks 
were sworn in, and ‘that certain of 
the deputy returning officers used 
their influence at the polls with the 
foreign population tn favor of cer- 
tain candidates. The case is now be- 
ing tried before the courts, 


Mr. Musgrave (Conservative, North 
Huron), said the anti-reciprocity re- 
solution had not been introduced in 
order to strengthen any one’s hand, 
but. was an expression of the opinion 
of thé majority of the people of the 
province. Personally, he thought the 
treaty would be detrimental to the 
future welfare of the Dominion. On 
all previous occasions when similar 
questions were decided upon the Gov- 
ernment had appealed to the people. 

Mr. Musgrave declared that so long 
as he was fiethe House, he would vote 
according to his conscience. If he 
voted against the interests of Canada, 
he would be recreant to his trust. 

Mr. Mayberry (Liberal, South Ox- 
ford), had too much faith in the loy- 
alty of Canada to the British Empire 
to believe that the reciprocity agree- 
ment would in any way promote an- 
nexation, The annexation cry was 
simply raised to frighten the people. 

Dr. Smellie (Conservative, Fort 
William), said that the towns of Fort 
William and Port Arthur were de- 
pendent upon the transportation busi- 
ness. The prosperity was threatened 
by the diversion of traffic through the 
reciprocity pact.
